ing today added to the burden which 
the over-taxed stream has been com- 
pelled to bear, occurring after almost 
ft week of repeated rains throughout 
the valley north from here. 


Relief was seen today, 
however, 


with reports from Wausau and Mer 
rill of a decline of front eight inches 
to a foot In the stage of the water 
in those cities. While steadily rising 
here during the morning, the affect 
of the drop farther north will be felt 
here within 24 hours unless heavy 
snow or rainfall is experienced. 


Spillway Opened Up 


The entire width of the Wisconsin 


river at the Consolidated power plant 
here hag been opened to the stream 
by removal of boards which held back 
the water at the spillway between the 
gate farthest out in the stream and 
the west bank of the river. This per- 
mits a large additional volume of 
water to be taken off. Two generat- 
ors in the power bouse have'also been 
opened to carry off water through the 
building and 15 gates in the dam re- 
mained open today.

ly a foot higher than at Its highest

WILLIAM E, WEST 
SOO CONDUCTOR 
TAKEN BY DEATH 


Paralysis Proves Fatal To 


Prominent Local Rail- 


road Worker 


After lingering in an unconscious 


etate for four days, William B. West, 
one of the 800 Line's oldest and most 
popular conductors and a resident of 
Stevens Point for more than 40 years, 
sank peacefully into bis last long sleep 
at 6:10 o'clock Monday evening at his 
home, 314 Oak street. 


The end came as a result of a stroke 


of paralysis,' which came upon him 
suddenly last Thursday evening. From 
the time he wag stricken until he was 
claimed by death, Mr. West showed 
only faint signs <of recognition of 
members of his family, who were at 
his bedside constantly. 
It was ap- 


parent from the first that the end was 
not far distant, and members of the 
family who reside in other cities wer« 
summoned. 


Although he had not enjoyed the 


best of health for four or five years, 
Mr. West wag able to continue at work, 
with occasional vacation periods, un- 
til April 2. He then made plans 
to go to Hot Springs. Ark., for health 
treatments, his intention being to leave 
for that place the latter part of last 
week. 


Born In Maine 


William E. West was of New Eng- 


land ancestry and was born at East 
Machiab, Maine, June 28, I860. His 
father, Jeremiah W. West, enlisted for 
service in the Union army when Wil- 
liam E. West was but a few mdnths 
old and served with his regiment until 
he was killed at the ^battle of Fair 
Oaks, Va.', May 5, 18«2. 
The Grand 


Army Post at East Machias, Maine, 
was .named in his honor. 


William E. West, the fourth 
and 


youngest child in the family, came to 
Stevens Point with his mother in 1879, 
having received his early education in 
the schools of East Machlas and also 
at Brooklyn, N. Y. After coming to 
Stevens Point he took up first the oc- 
cupation of a saw mill worker, but on 
December 24, 1880, began his employ- 
ment with the Wisconsin Central rail- 
way. His first work wag as switchman 
for four years. Subsequently he was 
promoted to tbe position of local yard- 
master, which he filled for five years. 
He next became a brakeman and on 
June 10. 1890, was made a freight 
conductor. Mr. West was for 15 years 
n 'charge of the 
Portage branch

years had a passenger run between 
Jtevens Point and Chicago.

The Flooded Boad and TThy an Over

The river is running over the new 


concrete section of Highway 18, yet It 
is proving its value just the same. The 
interests of Stevens Point and Marsh- 
field are so important, and there is so 
much traffic between them, that there 
must be a gooo* road connecting them 
regardless of the engineering difficul- 
ties or the expense. The new road 
seems to be standing the strain well. 
It will be examined following the re- 
ceding of the waters and some minor 
repairs may be needed. 


To those who wonder why the road 


was not made high enough to be above 
high water mark, the explanation is 
made that a road of that height would 
serve ag a dike and would result in 
flooding the city. Nature, as if anti- 
cipating the buildhig of a city at this 
point, made wise provision for high 
water. 
From a point just north of 


the city limits, running 
•\vet,t 
and 


southwest and meeting the river again 
eight miles below the heart of the 
town, she placed a ravine, Rocky Run. 
A small stream flowg through it most 
of the year. When water readies a 
certain height the Wisconsin river 
empties hito it at the north point and 
returns to the main stream at the 
southern end, via Mill Creek. At times 
almost half of the river flows that 
way. avoiding the city altogether and 
protecting it against flood*. Were the 
road built higher the diverting of the 
surplus water would have been check- 
ed and the river down through the 
city would have been required to take 
care of the entire flow, which It could 
not do. It Is better that the highway 
overflow a few days of the year—it 
is then possible to drive through H 
with care—than to endanger the city.

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MAN IS DROWNED 
WHEN HE TRIES 
TO REACH SHORE 


Flood Stage of Wisconsin Eiv- 


er Halts Search For 


The Corpse 


(From Friday's Daily) 


Believed to hav» been 
drowned 


Thursday afternoon when he attempt- 
ed to reach the west shore of the Wis- 
consin river from Martin's Island, pop- 
ular summer resort, where he watt 
caretaker, Tim Mullranin, aged 62 and 
tingle, waa missing today. 


Although a party of relative* end 


friends dragged the water* for several 
hours this morning, no trace of the 
man's body could be found. It Is be- 
lieved to be lodged on. the 
Island, 


which Is covered with swirling water 
from the overflowing banks of the 
Wisconsin river. Because of the high 
•tag* of the stream, eiforts to find 
the corpse were given up at 1Q:30 o'- 
clock this morning. 


Aroused by Crlo* 


Members of the family of Fred No- 


lan, residing on the River View farm 
just across the river from the cottage 
in which Mulranin lived during the 
past winter, were aroused in the mid- 
dle of the afternoon by the faint cries 
of a man for help. The distance from 
the mainland to the island Is consid- 
erable at this point, and where the 
cries were coming from could not be 
discovered. 


The water waa within a foot of the 


floor of the caretaker's home, which 
like all other cottages on the island, 
is elevated on posts several feet above 
the ground as a precaution against 
floods. Thinking that Mullranin, who 
was well known to members of the 
Nolan family, was In his cottage and 


NEW CANNING ORDER 


wished to come to the mainland, a tel- 
ephone call was sent to H. H. Pagel ot 
this city. 


Herman E. Pagel and Charles Put- 


ney Immediately drove up the river to 
Martin'a Island and taking a boat,'row- 
ed across to the cottage. Everything 
was In order Inside but Mullranin waa 
missing. There was a fire'in the stove 
and a supply of food. Two pairs of 
oars were found on the platform of 
the cottage and the boat of the care- 
taker was then discovered about 100 
yards down stream, floating upside 
down and lodged among trees. This 
discovery led to the belief that Mr, 
Mullranin had been drowned. 


Ho Details of Tragedy 


How the boat became capsized or 


how the aged caretaker waa drowned 
is not definitely known. It la believ- 
ed that Mullranin. In attempting tb row 
over to the Nolan farm for a supply 
of food which had been left him there, 
had gotten Into his boat, usually 
tied to the cottage, and then was swept 
away from the platform before he 
could grasp the oars, which were 
found on the cottage porch. 
The 


swift current quickly carried him 
downstream among the trees, where, it 
is thought, he was thrown out of the 
boat and the vessel turned over. The 
water ia perhaps six feet deep where 
the boat was found, and Is In varying 
depths approximating that nearby. 


The cottage la at the head ot the 


island and because of the brush be- 
low, it Is thought that Mullranln'8 
body may be lodged somewhere near 
by. The water was receding today, 
and the party of searchers which this 
morning included Tom and Martin 
Mullranin, brothers. 192 Superior ave. 
nue, Mr. Nolan, Ernold McCord, Chas. 
Russell and Prank Cook, abandoned 
their work until Saturday, when it 
is believed the water will have drop* 
ped sufficiently to make the search 
for the body comparatively easy. 


Preparing to I*ave 


Mullranin went up to the Island 


early last fall, and had been there 
during the entire winter, alone. He 
was preparing to leave In a short 
time. It is not believed that Mullran- 
in became frightened because on Wed- 
nesday in conversation with II. H. 
Pagel, who had come up to see bow 
he was getting along, he eaid that he 
waa not afraid of the rising water and 
would stay on the island. At that time 
the water had overflowed the banks of 
the island and was lapping about the 
posts of the coltapes. 


014 Resident Here 


Tim Mullranin was born at Me- 


tasha. WIs., and had been a resident 
of Stevens Point for nearly 40 3cars. 
He had worked as a stone mason and 
at various other occupation's during 
his life. He was unmarriejfl.

A short convej ballon ensued, at the 
conclusion of which Harroun took a 
drink of Ihjuor from a bottle which 
he was carrying and told Weaner "Aa 
long as you won't give me the key, 
I'm going. Goodby." 


Slashes Throat Three Times 


The man walked down the road to- 


ward the village a short distance. 
Then the Wesner boy saw him pull a 


razor from hi* pocket and slash hit 
throat.

Town Meeting Generously Aids 


Resident Who Lost 
A 


A Leg 


People of the town of Plover, at the 


annual town meeting In the town hall 
in the village of Plover last week T* 
Tuesday, voted, provided thut the pro- 
cedure was legal, to give Steve Pruts, 
a resident of the town, $200 with which 
to buy himself an artificial leg. 


Mr. Prutz lost a leg last year, and 


had since been sick and in bed the 
greater part of the time, said Charles 
Zinda, a neighbor, who proposed that 
the town appropriate $200 to his aid. 
Although it was doubtful whether the 
town meeting could legally vote to 
give the sick man aid •without he 
ing made application in the regular 
manner, and the people at the meeting 
informed of that fact before they vot- 
ed, there was a vociferous response 
of "aye" when the resolution was vot- 
ed upon. 


3To Drainage Dams 


A resolution which asked the peo- 


ple in town meeting assembled to pe- 
tition the drainage commissioners to 
ask the circuit court for permission 
to construct dams in the drainage dis- 
trict in the town of Plover to assist 
in the fighting of marsh fires waS vot- 
ed down and laid on the table. 


A resolution asking the state legis- 


lature to pass a law requiring spark 
arresters on all tractors used in farm 
work to prevent fires in rural districts, 
was passed. This resolution declared 
that marsh and grass fires in the conn- 
try were frequently caused by sparks 
from tractors. It will be sent to the 
chief clerk of the assembly for com- 
munication to the legislature at its 
meeting in 1923. 


Pass Fire Resolution 


Another resolution in regard 
to 


marsh fires was passed by the people 
at "'the meeting after a short discus- 
sion. This resolution provided that 
IB case of a fire on a farmer's property 
the owner of the land must furnish 
two men to fight the fire as long as it 
is on his property, without cost tr 
the town. This measure is also to be 
communicated to the state legislature. 
At the present time, fire fighters may 
petition and receive compensation for 
Ighting fires'from'the town.
